Big  Three 
Hold  Meet

PHOENIX,  ARIZ.,  (AP)— The 
big  three  of  the  1964  republician 
presidential  campaign  concluded 
a second  summit  session  Thurs- 
day at  the  hilltop  home  of  Sen. 
Barry  Goldwater. 

Dean  Burch,  the  embattled 
national  chairman,  said  they  dis- 
cussed “a  little  internal  friction 
in  the  party,”  but  declined  speci- 
fics. 

Burch  and  New  York  Rep.  Wil- 
liam Miller,  Goldwater’s  running 
mate  in  the  November  election, 
flew  into  Phoenix  Wednesday 
and  left  Thursday  morning. 

Miller  said  their  talks  were 
a continuation  of  the  Jamaica 
meeting,  held  immediately  after 
the  election.  He  said  another 
meeting  was  planned  but  no  date 
or  place  has  beeij  determined. 

Although  both  men  looked 
tired,  Burch  said  their  serious 
talks  had  lasted  only  about  an 
hour  and  a half. 

Burch,  who  used  the  “internal 
friction”  phrase,  said  they  had 
discussed  his  future  as  party 
chairman  noting:  “It’s  hard  to 
have  any  kind  of  discussion  with- 
out going  into  that.”

“Christmas  in  Brazil  comes  in 
the  middle  of  summer.”

“That’s  interesting,  but  tell  me 
about  Christmas  in  Brazil.” 

“All  right,  but  first  I want  to 
ask  you  something.” 

“O.K.  Ask  me.” 

“How  much  do  you  know  about 
Christmas  in  Brazil?  Would  you 
like  to  know  more?” 

“Yes,  please.  I’m  getting  frantic 
and  besides  we’re  running  out  of 
space.” 

“Here  we  go.  In  Brazil  clubs  are 
very  important  in  society.  They  are 
akin  to  your  country  clubs.  So  on 
Christmas  there  are  a great  many 
dances  and  parties  in  the  clubs  much 
like  you  have  here.  We  have  Christ- 
mas trees  and  Santa  Claus  and  pres- 


ents. Really  nothing  is  too  differ- 
ent.” 

“You’re  a disappointment.” 

“Why?” 

“Don’t  you  do  anything  unusual 
for  Christmas?”

“Rubens,  how  did  you  come  to 
theU.S.?”
